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Seafront development Is go 

DISTRICT COUNCILLORS GO AGAINST PLANNING OFFICERS' 
RECOMMENDATIONS TO GREEN LIGHT NEW APARTMENTS 


DISTRICT councillors went against 
planners’ recommendations and clear¬ 
ed the way for an apartment complex to 
be built on Seaton seafront. 

Town councillors Martin Shaw and Peter 
Burrows gave passionate speeches, saying 
Seaton would go nowhere without seafront de¬ 
velopment. 

East Devon District Council (EDDC) planning 
officers recommended refusal for Seaton Beach 
Development Ltd’s plan to demolish a two- 
storey building (formerly known as Trebere) 
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and a unit at the rear on East Walk and replace 
it with a four-floor apartment complex, plus a 
penthouse on top. 

Planning officers said the proposed develop¬ 
ment fails what is known as the sequential and 
exceptions test relating to flooding. 

The test is in place to steer new development 
towards areas with the lowest probability of 
flooding, and development should not be per¬ 
mitted if there are available and appropriate 
sites elsewhere in areas of lower flood risk. 

Members of Seaton Town Council said a re¬ 
fusal could set a precedent and prevent any fu¬ 
ture development on the seafront, thereby 
being a threat to the town council’s own mas¬ 
terplan. 

Members of EDDC’s Development Manage¬ 
ment Committee met on February 7th and 
ruled that the benefits of the proposal out¬ 
weighed the implementation of the sequential 
and exceptions test, so granted planning per¬ 
mission by nine votes to three. 

Town councillor Martin Shaw, who chairs the 
town council’s planning committee, told the 
meeting: “The seafront remains the key to our 
success. 

“It is absurd to suggest it [the proposed build¬ 
ing] could be built elsewhere.” 

Town councillor Peter Burrows, who is also a 
district councillor, followed up by saying: 
“Seaton has aspirations. 

“Without good-de¬ 
sign buildings we are 
not going to get any¬ 
where. 

“This place does not 
flood, there is a wall.” 

The application was 
an amendment to one 
narrowly defeated (8- 
7) by EDDC last year. 

Seaton Beach Devel¬ 
opment Ltd had gone 
back to the drawing 
board and planning of¬ 
ficers agreed the pro¬ 
posed development no 
longer has an over¬ 
bearing impact on 


neighbouring properties, but refused to budge 
on the flooding issue. 

Seaton Beach Development Ltd operations di¬ 
rector Mike Dowling told the meeting: “The of¬ 
ficers’ rejection, we feel, has not been applied 
in a pragmatic way as intended by central gov¬ 
ernment. 

“It was intended to prevent developers from 
building housing in new areas that would leave 
those properties vulnerable to flooding or 
cause flooding nearby. 

“Our site already has residential use with two 
dwellings that have never flooded.” 

But objections were expressed too. Seaton dis¬ 
trict councillor Jim Knight said he still had 
concerns about flooding and the proposal’s 
overbearing effect on neighbouring properties. 

This was echoed by Seaton resident Ian 
Danby, who said the building would “stick out 
like a sore thumb.” 

Speaking after the verdict, an elated Mr Dowl¬ 
ing said: “We are obviously really pleased that 
common sense prevailed. 

“We were buoyed by the support from Martin 
Shaw and others. 

“It is encouraging, it makes you feel you are 
doing what people want - they want the sea¬ 
front developed.”

Four men sentenced to a 
total of more than 20 years 

CHARGES INCLUDED KIDNAP AND AGGRAVATED BURGLARY 


FOUR men have been sen¬ 
tenced to a total of more than 
20 years in prison for a string 
of offences committed in 
Seaton last June. 

Jamie Channing was sen¬ 
tenced on Friday, February 
10th at Exeter Crown Court to 
13 years for kidnap, GBH, pos¬ 
session of a BB gun with in¬ 
tent to cause fear of violence, 
aggravated burglary and 
ABH. He was cleared of a sec¬ 
ond count of kidnap and one 
count of theft. 

Howard Dwyer was sen¬ 
tenced to five and a half years 
for aggravated burglary and 


Troy Coaker was sentenced to 
18 months for ABH. Both 
Dwyer and Coaker were found 
not guilty of kidnap. 

Sean Currie, 51, was sen¬ 
tenced six months for theft the 
day before. He was cleared of 
two counts of kidnap, ABH 
and aggrevated burglary. 

Senior investigating officer 
Detective Inspector Dean Bas¬ 
sett said: “The jury has re¬ 
turned a large number of 
guilty verdicts for a string of 
incidents in Seaton during 
June 2016. The jury was unan¬ 
imous in finding Channing 
guilty of wounding and the as¬ 


sociated possession of fire¬ 
arms offence. 

“The group [Channing, 
Dwyer and Coaker] were also 
convicted of an aggravated 
burglary which occurred later 
that same day [Friday, June 
24th 2016] and a number of 
other assault and theft-related 
offences. 

“The case was extremely 
complex and protracted. I 
would like to thank the hard 
work of officers DC Perry and 
DC Burnell, whose work from 
the time of the incident being 
reported through to the con¬ 
viction has been exemplary.”

Police failure in recording crime 


DEVON and Cornwall Police has 
been slammed by Her Majesty’s In¬ 
spector of Constabularies (HMIC), 
who rated the force’s crime record¬ 
ing “inadequate” as it failed to 
record reports of rape, serious sex¬ 
ual assault, serious assault and 
human trafficking. 

A report published on February 
9th said the force only recorded 82 
per cent of crimes, leaving more 
than 17,400 crimes unrecorded. 


HM Inspector of Constabulary 
Wendy Williams did not hold back, 
and said: “These are not simply ad¬ 
ministrative tasks that Devon and 
Cornwall Police is getting wrong. 

“I was most concerned to find that 
the force had failed to record re¬ 
ports of rape, serious sexual assault 
(against both adults and children) 
and offences of serious assault and 
human trafficking. 


cient focus on the importance of 
crime recording over recent years 
to have expected better recording 
accuracy from the force. 

“Other forces have recognised the 
importance of accurate crime 
recording, so Devon and Cornwall 
Police has no excuse to still be poor 
at recording crime, and certainly 
not for the most serious of offences. 

“In 2014, HMIC made recommen¬ 
dations to the force on how it 
should improve its crime recording 
practices. 

“We were disappointed to find 
that the force hadn’t made progress 
against many of these recommen¬ 
dations. 

“We estimate that the force fails 
to record over 17,400 reported 
crimes each year. 

“Victims of crime in Devon and 
Cornwall aren’t receiving a good 
enough service when they initially 
report crime. 

“This is essential to ensure that 
victims of crime receive the right 
level of support they need at this 
difficult time.” 

Deputy Chief Constable James 
Vaughan said: “There is no doubt 
learning from the HMIC report 
around crime data integrity and I 
accept we and other forces have got 
to ensure we have better processes 
in place to accurately record all 
crime. 

“This is more about recording a 
crime, helping a victim, but then 
not properly updating systems 
around supplementary crimes re¬ 
lated to the same investigation. 

“Recording crime in the right way 
is important as is ensuring that we 
have integrity in our data systems 
and how they are used. 

“However, what is more impor¬ 
tant to me is ensuring we give vic¬ 
tims of crime and those coming into 
contact with their local police a 
first class service. 

“We don’t believe that in the vast 
majority of circumstances we have 
not supported a victim. 


“We record in excess of 80,000 
crimes every year in Devon and 
Cornwall. The HMIC has said today 
that more than 80 per cent of those 
are recorded appropriately and 
properly. 

“While it is of concern that some 
crimes are being recorded differ¬ 
ently and this needs to be ad¬ 
dressed, my focus remains firmly 
on protecting and safeguarding our 
communities. 

“As a force we will further exam¬ 
ine the HMIC’s recommendations, 
look at the areas we can improve 
and how we can use this learning to 
improve the service we give to vic¬ 
tims and the public.” 

Devon and Cornwall Police and 
Crime Commissioner Alison Her¬ 
nandez said that too many errors 
are being made: 

She commented: “This is a com¬ 
plicated area but too many errors 
are being made. 

“The Chief Constable assures me 
that progress has already been 
made and that it will continue as a 
priority. 

“I will also monitor the accuracy 
of crime data recording as an addi¬ 
tional strategic measure within the 
plan and I will be closely scrutinis¬ 
ing the implementation of the Chief 
Constable’s action plan to assure 
myself that performance has im¬ 
proved. 

“Supporting victims and wit¬ 
nesses, and helping them to get jus¬ 
tice, is a priority in my police and 
crime plan. 

“I want to reassure all victims of 
crime, especially those who are 
raped or sexually assaulted, that 
the police will take them seriously 
and they will be dealt with profes¬ 
sionally. 

“If an individual is any doubt 
whether to report, in the first in¬ 
stance, they can contact the victim 
care unit on 0300 3030 554 where 
they will be supported through the 
reporting process.”

Green light for 
36 new homes

CAMPAIGNERS say 
East Devon District 
Council (EDDC) con¬ 
tradicted its own 
Local Plan when 
granting permission 
for 36 houses to be 
built north of Rowan 
Drive in Seaton. 

They have made a 
formal request to the 
Secretary of State for 
Communities and 
Local Government to 
intervene. 

Seaton Town Coun¬ 
cil Planning Commit¬ 
tee chairman Martin 
Shaw agrees with 
them and said: “EDDC 
has ignored everyone 
who spoke on the 
issue, and greatly re¬ 
duced confidence in the planning process.” 

EDDC’s Development Management Commit¬ 
tee approved Baker Estates Ltd’s application 
when it met on February 7th. 

Concerns had been raised by the town council 
and local residents as the site is allocated in the 
Local Plan for 30 houses, and a separate appli¬ 
cation for four houses has already been ap¬ 
proved, taking the total to 40. 

A group of Rowan Drive area residents have 
enlisted the help of retired Seaton resident Ian 
Danby, who has a professional background in 
development. 

They took turns to read out a statement dur¬ 
ing the DMC meeting on February 7th. 

In short, their claim is that an outline plan¬ 
ning application (to determine if the type of de¬ 
velopment is suitable for the site) for 36 houses 
was heard in July 2015 under the provisions of

the Local Plan for 1995-2011. 

It was only because a government inspector 
at that time had doubts that EDDC could pro¬ 
vide a five-year supply of housing that 36 
dwellings were considered, campaigners claim. 

They said: “Thirty [houses] had been pro¬ 
posed by EDDC as far back as 2012. 

“The inspector satisfied himself there was 
sufficient allocation and adopted the new Local 
Plan on January 28th 2016, after which the pre¬ 
ceding plan no longer had effect. 

“EDDC did not issue its decision notice grant¬ 
ing outline consent until February 4th 2016, 
and in doing so ignored completely the inspec¬ 
tor and its own new Local Plan. 

“EDDC is in breach of planning law and the 
National Planning Policy Framework.” 

Seaton town and district councillor Peter 
Burrows told the meeting: “To me, this is a de¬ 
parture from the Local Plan.” 

EDDC officials did not challenge the claims 
made and acknowledged the request made to 
the Secretary of State for Communities and 
Local Government Sajid Javid to intervene, 
saying the approval given is subject to this. 

Planners explained that if the application was 
refused and the applicant chose to appeal, the 
government inspector would request proof that 
the number of houses approved would be harm¬ 
ful. 

Planners said they can’t point to any harm be¬ 
cause the layout, design and landscaping are 
acceptable and ensure a suitable development 
that will not be harmful. 

After the meeting, town councillor Martin 
Shaw said he will raise the issue with the plan¬ 
ning committee to see if Seaton Town Council 
too should lobby Mr Javid.

Public urged to take part in consultation on council ward boundaries 


THE independent Local Gov¬ 
ernment Boundary Commis¬ 
sion for England is asking 
people across East Devon to 
comment on its draft propos¬ 
als for new council ward 
boundaries. 

An eight-week public consul¬ 
tation on the recommenda¬ 
tions will end on April 3rd. 

The consultation is open to 
anyone who wants to have 
their say on new council 
wards, ward boundaries and 
ward names across East 
Devon. 


The Commission’s draft rec¬ 
ommendations propose that 
the East Devon District Coun¬ 
cil should have 60 councillors 
in the future (one more than 
the current arrangements), 
across 30 wards (two fewer 
than there are now). 

The recommendations out¬ 
line how those councillors 
should represent 12 three- 
councillor wards, six two- 
councillor wards and 12 
one-councillor wards across 
the district. Ward names 
could also change. 


The full recommendations 
and detailed interactive maps 
are available on the Commis¬ 
sion’s website at consulta¬ 
tion.lgbce.org.uk and 

www.lgbce.org.uk 
Professor Colin Mellors, 
Chair of the Commission, 
said: “We are publishing pro¬ 
posals for a new pattern of 
wards across East Devon and 
we are keen to hear what local 
people think of the recommen¬ 
dations. 

“Over the next eight weeks, 
we are asking local people to 


tell us if they agree with the 
proposals or if not, how they 
can be improved. 

“Our review aims to deliver 
electoral equality for local vot¬ 
ers. This means that each coun¬ 
cillor represents a similar 
number of people so that every¬ 
one’s vote in council elections 
is worth roughly the same re¬ 
gardless of where you live. 

“We also want to ensure that 
our proposals reflect the inter¬ 
ests and identities of local 
communities across East 
Devon and that the pattern of 
wards can help the council de¬ 


liver effective local govern¬ 
ment to local people. 

“We will consider all the 
submissions we receive - who¬ 
ever they are from - and 
whether your evidence ap¬ 
plies to the whole district or 
just part of it.” 

The Commission wants to 
hear as much evidence as pos¬ 
sible to develop final recom¬ 
mendations for East Devon.

'Death Cafes' come to East Devon 


THREE 'Death Cafes' have been launched in 
East Devon, covering Honiton, Axminster and 
Seaton, with more being planned. 

A survey by the charity Dying Matters reveals 
that more than 70 per cent of people are un¬ 
comfortable talking about death and that less 
than a third of us have spoken to family mem¬ 
bers about end of life wishes. 

Emma Kennedy and Gill Amos, the organisers 
of East Devon Death Cafes, believe that death 
should not be a taboo subject and as such 
people are denied the opportunity to explore 
their feelings and ideas about death. 

At a Death Cafe, people meet in a safe, wel¬ 
coming space over tea, coffee and cake whilst 
talking about mortality and all that goes with it. 

The aim is to overcome the taboo of talking 
about death, to share experience and listen to 
others. 

There is no agenda and it is a respectful, sup¬ 
portive and confidential space for discussion 
rather than a grief support or counselling session. 


Emma's interest in Death Cafes come from a 
personal journey through grief and coming to 
terms with the idea of death. She is a teacher 
of ethics and philosophy. 

Gill's experience of supporting friends and 
family at the end of life and her desire to help 
others think about what it means to have a 
good death has inspired her to co-host these 
events. She works with Action East Devon as a 
project coordinator. 

Death Cafes are free to attend but places need 
to be booked as they can be very popular. 

The cafes take place at the Beehive Centre in 
Honiton on Tuesday, March 7th from 7pm to 
9pm, at the Arts Cafe, Church Street, in Axmin¬ 
ster on Tuesday, April 25th from 7pm to 9pm 
and the Eden Room at Eyre Court Hotel in 
Seaton on Tuesday, May 23rd.

W HEN I was first asked to produce a 
monthly piece for Pulman’s Weekly News, 
I never once thought that I would have to 
report that a serving member of the town council, 
and moreover a former mayor, had very sadly 
passed away. 

As readers will already be aware, Cllr Mrs Joy 
Hull died recently after a short spell in hospital 
and it is only right that the people of Axminster 
pay tribute to someone who gave nearly 50 years 
of their life to public service, but who also sup¬ 
ported a vast array of local groups and associa¬ 
tions and who fought tooth-and-nail for the 
services that we all take for granted. 

Helen and I extend our sincere condolences to 
Douglas at this difficult time. A memorial service 
celebrating her life will be held on the 22nd of this 
month at the United Reformed Church. All are 
welcome. 

In memory of the late Cllr Hull’s campaigning, 
it is an opportune time to announce that several 
long-awaited projects are due to start shortly 
within Axminster: the first being the second 
phase of the pavement replacement works in the 
town centre; the other being the long overdue 
safety improvements to the A35 junction at 
Hunter’s Lodge. 

As with all such ‘on-street’ works, some disrup¬ 
tion will be necessary and unavoidable and your 
journey times might be affected but, given that 
these two areas are regularly brought up at coun¬ 
cil meetings by parishioners, I feel that all resi¬ 
dents should welcome the progress that has been 
made in getting to this point, and look forward to 
seeing the benefits once complete. 

Readers may be aware that, as from February 
1st this year, there is now a potential fine of £100 
payable by any dog owner who, when challenged 
by a Council Enforcement Operative, cannot pro¬ 
vide evidence of having dog waste bags on their 
person. 

Axminster Town Council has long been an advo¬ 
cate of responsible dog ownership, and has made 
significant accommodations to ensure that dog 


owners and non-dog owners alike can share the 
use of council owned land and amenities. 

This new legislation, coupled with the proposed 
EDDC Public Space Protection Orders covering 
the walking of dogs on leads near public highways 
and footpaths, will hopefully reduce the unpleas¬ 
antness of dog mess left on our pavements and 
communal recreation areas. 

Please bag it, and bin it - thank you. 

I was delighted to recently attend the showing of 
Dad’s Army at the inaugural launch of Axmin¬ 
ster’s Movies On Monday at our very own Her¬ 
itage Centre. This ‘pop-up’ cinema is run entirely 
by volunteers and aims to provide a wide variety 
of films for residents to enjoy over the coming 
months whilst raising much-needed funds for the 
Heritage Centre and town museum. 

Please look out for posters around town adver¬ 
tising future presentations. Refreshments and ice 
cream are available. 

As mentioned in a previous edition, I would like 
to remind all readers that February 17th is Na¬ 
tional Random Act of Kindness Day; a day on 
which the smallest gestures of goodwill can cumu¬ 
latively make a huge impact on the well-being of 
the town. 

Even something as innocuous as a simple hello 
or a smile to a stranger in the street, a compliment 
paid, an arm to lean on - these will brighten some¬ 
one’s day and that effect multiplies as more people 
share the experience.

SOCIAL entrepreneur Helen James says a 
£4,000 business mentoring package has 
made a world of difference.

Mrs James created Nutriri* after three 
decades of being an unhappy dieter, and too 
many years of not being at ease with her 
own body. 

She applied for the one-year business men¬ 
toring package last spring.

She said: “I’ve also discovered that not 
many people really know what a social en¬ 
terprise is; lots of people have praised Nu- 
triri’s aims, but have asked ‘why is it run as 
non-profit?’ 

“I think people get stuck at extremes of full 
charity or full profit when what will work 
best is right in the middle of this - a social 
enterprise making a profit but choosing to 
re-invest this for the benefit of the business 
and its scope to help more.”

"There is no age restriction 
to staying with the Coast¬ 
guard but I looked at the 
team and thought it was 
probably a good time to go 
and let the younger guys 
carry it on," said Paul, 

"I have passed on my 
knowledge to them and 
hopefully they will do the 
same - you can't go on for¬ 
ever!" 

The Driver family has a 
long association with the 
historical seaside village but 
Paul was the first for a long 
time to join the Beer Coast¬ 
guard Service. 

"I have lived in Beer all my 
life and generations before 
me and it was just some¬ 



thing I decided I wanted to 
do," added Paul. 

It should be noted that the 
work is voluntary and had to 
be fitted in around his job as 
a blacksmith based in 
Seaton and at times could 
be quite disruptive, espe¬ 
cially with calls during the 
night. 

And then there was the 
MSC Napoli incident 10 
years ago. 

"I was the first on duty with 
a colleague that day and 
didn't get back to work until 
a week later!" said Paul. 

"We had some fun and 
games there but I was never 
verbally abused - but then 


again I am a big guy!" 

Since records were started 
- and that was long after 
Paul started his job - he has 
attended over 850 shouts in 
his time. 

"I can say I have achieved 
my goals because I know 
there are one or two people 
out there who are only alive 
today because of what the 
team and I did, and that is a 
nice feeling to have," he ex¬ 
plained. 

In his long career Paul re¬ 
ceived two Chief Coast¬ 
guard Commendations in 
1997 and 2004 and a De¬ 
partment of Transport Res¬ 
cue Shield award for a cliff 
rescue in 1997. 

"Paul will be sorely missed 
but he can rest assured he 
has done more than his bit 
for the community," said 
Station Officer Terry Hoare. 

"He will remember his last 
shout simply because it 
came at 4:18 in the morning. 

"That's something he will 
not miss!"

AXE Valley Community College in Axminster 
and Holyrood Academy in Chard have been 
given permission to form a Multi-Academy 
Trust (MAT). 

The two schools have been in a management 
partnership since last year, and the application 
to form a MAT has been granted by the Re¬ 
gional Schools Commissioner. 

The aim is to formally launch the Vector Learn¬ 
ing Trust, consisting of Holyrood Academy and 
Axe Valley Community College, on April 1st. 

Martin Brook, Executive Principal of Holyrood 
Academy and Axe Valley Community College, 
said: "Why choose Vector? 

"Vector was chosen as the trust name be¬ 
cause it means 'a quantity, with direction made 
up of more than one element' and the reason 
for this model of working is to combine the 
strengths of more than one school to achieve 
the best possible education for all our students. 

"This is great news, initially for the partnership 
agreement with Axe Valley and in the longer 
term I believe this decision will provide exciting 
opportunities for our staff while enabling us to 
continue the scale of improvement for every 


student. 

"There are a limited number of MATs across 
the South West, so this puts us in a strong po¬ 
sition to establish ourselves as one of the out¬ 
standing education providers in the region. 

"Although there are no immediate plans for 
other local schools to join the MAT, it is ex¬ 
pected that as the Vector Learning Trust 
evolves, other schools in the region will join and 
more children will be in a position to benefit 
from the collaborative working that this model 
of educational leadership creates." 

Axe Valley Community College headteacher 
Steve Green commented: "The announcement 
means that we can put in place the necessary 
steps to become an academy within weeks. 

"Joining the Vector Learning Trust will provide 
further opportunities for the young people of 
the Axe Valley and I am delighted that the part¬ 
nership between the two schools has led to this 
point. 

"The opportunities for collaboration are very 
exciting and I look forward to working with my 
colleagues across the trust to further improve 
the outcomes for the students here."

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The Choir Boy 
and the Brickie 


ITALIANS, allegedly, are fanatical about 
three things: Opera, football and wine in 
that order. Devonians have altogether 
different priorities, with Folk ballads, 
rugby union and cider high on the 
agenda. But perhaps this is about to 
change; because the Opera Dudes are 
coming to your aria (sorry) this Febru¬ 
ary. Before the month is out, amateur 
renditions of “Nessun Dorma” will be 
ringing out from shower cubicles across 
the county. 

“We get a lot of blokes coming up to us 
at the end of the show,” says Tim Lole, 
one half of the duo. “They say, “Hate 
opera. Only came ‘cause my wife dragged 
me. I absolutely loved it” 

Tim explains, “The show is an enter¬ 
tainment really, with everything from 
swing to show tunes to slapstick comedy, 
but it’s that encounter with opera, having 
the Pearl Fishers and Nessun Dorma 
sung at you full blast, that people find to¬ 
tally irresistible”. 

Tim Lole and Neil Allen, two halves of 
the Opera Dudes, who are touring Devon 
through the arts charity Villages in Ac¬ 
tion, are an unlikely coupling. Tim was a 
choir boy turned organist and prize-win¬ 
ning conductor who worked at the Royal 
Opera House and Scottish Opera, where 
he conducted The Turn of the Screw, 
broadcast on the BBC. Neil on the other 
hand, was a bricklayer. 

“Neil was a builder who sang in pubs 
and clubs until people told him he wasn’t 
as good as thought he was. He got singing 
lessons and his teacher, Michelle Weg- 
wart, realised he had the potential to be a 
very fine tenor. Aged 30, Neil sold his 
building business and set up a school, 
The Magdala Opera Trust, so that he 
could get an operatic training and fulfil 


his dream.” 

Since then, Neil has sung with the City 
of London Sinfonia and the Orchestra of 
Opera North as a principal soloist, to 
name but two. His oratorios have in¬ 
cluded The Messiah, Verdi's Requiem 
and Mozart's C minor. The two tenors 
paired up after meeting through Neil’s 
teacher, Michelle, who - can you guess?- 
is now his wife. 

At first Tim and Neil performed classi¬ 
cal concerts and dinner evenings, but the 
more they chatted with audiences, and let 
their personalities come out, the more 
they realised there was scope for comedy 
in their show. The Opera Dudes were 
born. 

“We’re like II Divo meets Morecambe 
and Wise. Our show is very interac¬ 
tive and unpretentious. We always get 
the audience singing, but don’t let that 
put you off!” 

The song list is a truly eclectic mix: 
a mash-up of Verdi, Lloyd Webber, 
Chopin and Elvis. 

Although their natural habitat, as 
accomplished tenors, is the vaulting 
architecture of an opera house, Tim 
and Neil really relish the intimacy of 
a village hall. 

“I think rural touring is amazing for 
both performers and audiences,” Tim 
enthuses. “For us, it’s a chance to test 
our mettle. When you stand in front of 
90 people, who all know each other and 
you’re the newbie, you’ve got to be 
able to do your job. There’s no bells 
and whistles in a village hall. It sorts 
the men from the boys!” 

And from the rural community’s 
vantage point? 

“It’s a great chance to come together 
with friends and experience some¬ 


thing truly transcendent. It’s only right 
that talented young people from EVERY 
postcode get that early exposure to pro¬ 
fessional talent.” 

So who needs the Three Tenors when 
you’ve got the Two Dudes? Just don’t ex¬ 
pect Neil to quote you on a new conserva¬ 
tory. He’s swapped the mortar for The 
Messiah and there’s no looking back.

FOLLOWING a sell-out tour in 
November 2016, Dougie Blax- 
land’s critically acclaimed one 
man show When The Eye Has 
Gone is coming to The Marine 
Theatre Lyme Regis as part of 
a UK National tour on 8th and 
15th March 2017.

When The Eye Has Gone tells 
the all too brief life of Colin 
“Ollie” Milburn - the cricket¬ 
ing legend who was one of Eng¬ 
land’s most unlikely sporting 
heroes.

swings backwards and for¬ 
wards through Milburn’s life 
as he raises a glass to the tri¬ 
umphs, including his first Test 
Century against the West In¬ 
dies at Lords in 1966 and the 
disasters, like losing his left 
eye in a car accident in 1969. 

The extraordinary story of 
Colin Milburn has all the hall¬ 
marks of a Greek tragedy. In 
1966 he became a household 
name, scoring a blistering cen¬ 
tury against the mighty West 
Indies in only his second test. 
He then caused a major sensa¬ 
tion playing for Western 
Australia in the Sheffield

against Queensland at 
Brisbane in an innings 
described by Don Brad¬ 
man as “the greatest in¬ 
nings played by an 
Englishman on Aus¬ 
tralian soil”.

I GET to see lots of local the¬ 
atre and I’m often blown 
away by the wealth of talent 
in the area. 

We have a number of for¬ 
mer professionals, who now 
grace the amateur stages 


around here, bringing a fan¬ 
tastic quality to our commu¬ 
nity shows, including the 
fabulous Amy Wheatley, 
who starred in Bridport 
Pantomime Players’ Red 
Riding Hood just a couple of 


weeks ago and the fabulous 
Nicola Kathrens, who 
wowed audiences with her 
performance in Lyme’s Tem¬ 
pest last summer. 

There are also a few who I 
believe are good enough to 
cut it in the professional 
world including the in¬ 
domitable Tracey Wakeling 
who will soon be appearing 
in Thoroughly Modern Mil¬ 
lie at the Marine Theatre, 
Exmouth’s Lance Vernon, 
who has got to be one of the 
best leading men in the area 
and Kelly Apps, whose por¬ 
trayal of Eva Peron in Lyme 
Regis Musical Theatre’s 
Evita has become the stuff of 
local legend. 

Some do make the leap to 
the professional stage and 
it’s always fantastic when 
my two worlds collide and 
I’m able to see friends in big 
shows in London and fur¬ 
ther afield. 

Bridport’s tap dancing sen¬ 
sation, Harry Poole is cur¬ 
rently training at the Stella 
Mann College in London, 
former Woodroffe student, 
Celia Cruwys-Finnigan is 
touring the UK in the fantas¬ 
tic jukebox musical Buddy, 
and Perry Meadowcroft 
from Exmouth is set to make 
his West End debut in the 
Spring. 

Alec Porter from North 
Bowood, was critically ac¬ 
claimed last summer for his 
role in the musical Crime 
and Punishment - A Rock 
Musical, with music by 
Toy ah Wilcox and after 
breaking both his ankles, is 
looking forward to getting 
back to the stage. Robbie 
Waugh from Axminster is 
working for Celebrity 
Cruises and travelling

And then there’s Lyme 
Regis’ Luke Street, who after

I’m not allowed to reveal 
which one quite yet, so keep 
your eyes peeled for details. 

I’ve been lucky enough to 
perform with many of these 
excellent young actors and 
I’m afraid they may have 
learned some unsavoury 
habits from me, as I’m noto¬ 
riously badly behaved back- 
stage. 

I’d like to think I could al¬ 
ways see their potential, but 
also the drive it takes to 
make it on the professional 
stage. The appetite for suc¬ 
cess is a big part of the busi¬ 
ness, as even the most well 
known actors will spend 


much of their careers out of 
work. 

I’ve interviewed lots of 
stars and many of them talk 
frankly about the lack of 
work. I asked Maureen Lip- 
man last year about what 
had enticed her back to pan¬ 
tomime at Christmas and 
she told me it was the guar¬ 
anteed work and money that 
had ultimately made up her 
mind. 

I also once asked Ruthie 
Henshall if she had any tips 
for youngsters starting out 
in the business and her 
reply was, “You’ve got to 
love it. You’ll spend a lot of 
time out of work and you 
will spend a lot of time 
doubting yourself, because 
part of our job is rejection.” 

“You’ve got to eat, sleep, 
breath it and love it, because 
otherwise you won’t last 
long.” 

It’s a tough business, but 
one of the greatest jobs in 
the world and amateur the¬ 
atre can act as a good 


grounding for those who 
would like to take up the 
profession. 

For us mere mortals we 
have to be happy with just 
the joy of performing and it 
is such a joy. There’s noth¬ 
ing quite like putting on a 
ridiculous costume and pre¬ 
tending to be someone else 
for a couple of hours. 

There are an abundance of 
groups to choose from in the 
area and if you would like to 
have a go, most of them have 
their own websites and so¬ 
cial media accounts, so are 
easy to find. 

I’ve just arrived in Aus¬ 
tralia for a few days, so I’m 
off to see Aladdin at the Cap¬ 
ital Theatre in Sydney next 
week as well as a highly ac¬ 
claimed production of the 
Testament of Mary by Syd¬ 
ney Theatre Company. 

I’ll probably have a little 
mooch around the Opera 
House while I’m here too!

Review 

Cinderella and 
that Rocker Fella 

Performed by Axmouth Childrens Theatre 

MANY YEARS ago I was a member of a small intimate 
theatre group called the Castle Theatre company 
based in Farnham in Surrey. Not as an actor nor as a 
writer you understand, but merely as a member of 
audiences who were regularly drawn in by the 
warmth and excellent productions that far out¬ 
weighed the surroundings in which they were being 
performed but which were met by enthusiastic au¬ 
diences whose presence reached out and drew the 
cast into performing some of the best theatre that I 
have seen. 

Fast forward now some 50 years and I find myself 
standing in the small village hall in Axmouth where I 
await the musical pantomime which I have written 
for the brilliant young cast of the Axmouth Childrens 
Theatre group. Just as with the old castle this is a 
small intimate venue holding at most 50 punters 
who come to witness and be part of a genuine force 
in local amateur dramatics. But where all the parts 
are played by children. 

I gaze at the hastily erected stage and the basic 
but more than adequate scenery and a sense of 
pride courses through my veins as the tribute music 
to a departed friend fades and the Fairy Godmother 
(Ellie Sykes) appears to set the scene. Of course the 
story revolves around Cinderella (the talented Imo¬ 
gen Oldfield) who is downtrodden and plagued by 
her ugly sisters who are brilliantly portrayed by Lilley 
Smitham and Caitlin Tooze while their poor mother 
Violet Bullen aged 11, wait a minute she's 11, then I re¬ 
alise the oldest member of this cast is only 13. Up 
steps Zipper, ok so it should be Buttons but this is 
Pantoland and wow what a stage presence this lad 
Kieran Jaycock has. This is now all moving along at 
some pace as we meet Prince Elvis (Elsa Wood in her 
first performance) and his sidekick Little Richard 
(Luca Flint) who are over here to play at the grand 
ball in Axmania where the prince hopes to find his 
bride so that he can become the King of rock n roll. 
Of course this is panto and things go wrong, the 
great hall burns down cue Little Richard's "Goodness 
Gracious the Great Halls On Fire" and the ball be¬ 
comes a festival in a tent, in a field and of course in 
the rain. More nonsenses arrives with Farmer Bills 
Cowman (Calum Wood) and the rest of the Mangled 
Up Wurzels perform a short cameo role. 

The poor old Baron (Will Sykes) is penniless and 
defenceless as the two sisters and the baroness 
bleed him dry with their constant shopping, his only 
joy in life are his trusty servants the Jedward twins 
(Euan Hartnell and Brandon Jaycock) whose idiotic 
and "very random" behaviour keeps us all amused 
while their version of "Under Pressure- Ice Baby" 
draws some of the biggest applause at each perfor¬ 
mance. The changing of the pumpkin into Cin¬ 
derella's fine coach gives the two little Pixies Naive 
Hartnell and Isabelle Hilton chance to shine in their 
own little scene. Of course this is a fairy tale -ish and 
having lost her silver gumboot in the mud the prince 
announces that whoever it shall fit shall become his 
bride and move to Gracelands in the USA, cue more 
laughter and tears as the sisters arrive with one 
swimming flipper on each foot claiming it to be an 
item of footwear worn in the wet (well that's what it 
says in Pictionary, sorry the dictionary). Yes it does 
all end happily but that's for the future but for now 
as writer and director of this play I can only praise 
this cast and backstage crew for bringing the story 
to life and thank the three very well supported audi¬ 
ences for their appreciation and enthusiasm. When 
I used to attend the old castle theatre there were 
many nights when I felt that I was a part of some¬ 
thing very special and that feeling returned this 
weekend, well done everyone involved with this the¬ 
atre group, its where the children are the stars.
